HOW TO GROW ROSES 


Roses will grow in almost any location on this coast. Select, if possible, a 
somewhat sheltered situation not too close to large trees, whose dense foliage 
and extending roots absorb all the life-sustaining nutrition of the soil; also bear 
in mind that everything in the rose department likes the sunshine. 


If your soil is poor, it may be made fertile by an addition of loam or well- 
rotted stable manure. Spade the ground to a depth of about twelve inches and 


thoroughly mix it, and if there is sufficient moisture any one can have beautiful 
roses. 


When the plants are received, if for any reason it is desired to defer imme- 
diate planting, place the plants in a cellar, set them upright and water freely 
trom time to time. Cover the roots with a damp sack. If they have a withered 
appearance, caused by an unusual delay in transit, soak them in water (tops and 
roots) for an hour or two before planting, to restore their vitality. 


The best time to plant is during the winter and spring. Having prepared 
the ground do not hesitate to place the roots well below the surface of the 
soil, arranging them as nearly as possible in their natural position. Cover over, 
pressing firmly down upon them and in around the stem. After planting, water 
freely, and if the sun be strong, protect them for a few days with a covering 
of burlap. Water freely every day until they show signs of having become 
established. Of course, if the ground is wet this is to be omitted. 


Pruning.—The different varieties of roses differ very much in habit of 
growth. Many are neat and compact, requiring little or no attention, while 
others of the same class are vigorous and straggling, sending out long shoots 
which tend to out-run the limits assigned them. Pruning, therefore, is a matter 
to be governed by the judgment of the planter. We will add, however, that 
plants of persistent growth should be trimmed back in the early winter about 
one-half of the season’s growth. When plants, apparently healthy, fail to ma- 
ture the buds which they bear, remove a large percentage of the undeveloped 
buds and prune back about one-third of the growth; this gives the roots a 
chance to become vigorous.
